Textbook for the Industry | La 


HE REPORT OF THE BRITISH 

Columbia Royal Commission .on 
milk has been termed a ‘‘textbook”’ 
for the industry. As submitted this 
week by the Commissioner, Mr. Jus- 
tice Clyne, it represents a lengthy and 
painstaking investigation of all phases 
of milk production and distribution. 
It may well become to dairying in 
this province what the Sloan Commis- 
sion report has come to mean to 
forestry 

Even a cursory survey of the 
Commissioner's report reveals the 
guiding principle of his reeommenda- 
tions: To provide the maximum of 
freedom within the industry while 
still ensuring permanence of. produc- 
tion and protection of the consumer. 

With mind Mr.° Justice 
Clyne, on basis of first-hand 
studies as well briefs submitted 
to him, hag proposed important 
changes in the present regulations. 
Inevitably they will raise opposition 
in quarters, particularly on 
Vancouver Island
